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health. November 26, the British steamship Titan, with 90 in the 
crew, en route from London to Seattle and Tacoma, was granted a 
supplemental bill of health after the usual inspection of cargo and 
personnel. November 27, the United States steamship Yankton, with 
104 in the crew, was granted a bill of health for Hamptpn Roads. 
November 27, the United States army transport Dix, with 147 in the 
crew and with 6 passengers, was granted a bill of health for Seattle 
via Nagasaki. The personnel and cargo were inspected and certified 
at the hour of sailing. November 27, the United States steamship 
Culgoa, with 121 in the crew, was granted a bill of health for Hampton 
Roads. November 27, the British steamship Eaifong, with 63 in the 
crew and with 46 passengers, en route from Amoy to Cebu and lloilo, 
was granted a supplemental bill of health. The crew and steerage 
passengers were bathed and their effects disinfected at Mariveles. 
November 27, the British steamship Changska, with 73 in the crew and 
with 135 passengers, en route from Hongkong to Zamboanga, was 
granted a supplemental bill of health. 

RUSSIA. 

Report from Libau — Status of cholera at St. Petersburg — Proposed 
cholera, measures — Examination of emigrants. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forrest reports, December 25: 
Cholera is reported at St. Petersburg as follows: 
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The sanitary commission at St. Petersburg proposes to institute an 
anti-cholera campaign and to construct barracks for cholera patients. 
Disinfectants have been pumped into the infected water mains in such 
quantities that the water has become fetid.

In Greater London 1,940 deaths were regis- 
tered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 5 from measles, 1 
from scarlet fever, 5 from diphtheria, and 4 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 19, 1908, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 19.3 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,131,959. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Lurgan, viz, 4.4, and the highest in Portadown, viz, 36.2, per 1,000. 
> Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended December 19, 1908, correspond to an annual rate of 16.6 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 26.7, and the 
lowest in Leith, viz, 13.6 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths 
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registered from all causes was 585, including measles 2, diphtheria 8, 
scarlet fever 3, and 22 from whooping cough.
